Mr. Owen Miller, Secretary A. F. of 

M., St. Louis, Mo.: 

Dear Sir and Brother—I beg to ad- 
vise you that after consulting with 
Local No. 6, as well as the Director 
of Music of the Panam. Exposition, 
and in order to forestall misunder- 
standings concerning the conditions 
which shall govern members of the 
Federation in the competition for and 
fulfilling of engagements at the com- 
ing Panama-Pacific Exposition, I 
hold, with the concurrence of the Na- 
tional Executive Board, that the fol- 
lowing rules shall be binding upon all 
members who will acc pt and fulfill 
engagements at said exposition: 

1. That each member shall receive 
no les sthan $45.00 per week, leader 
$90.00 per week, and free transporta- 
tion, including sleepers, and $2.50 for 
board allowance per day to and from 
San Francisco. If the engagerrent is 
for four weeks or more the member 
is to receive no salary for time con- 
sumed by travel to and from San 
Francisco. 

2. The contractor must include in 
his charges the salary of the members 
of the band at the rate of $45.00 per 
week per man, leader $90.00 per week, 
and in addition thereto, the sum of 
$60.00 for each week of the engage- 
ment (the $60.00 to be paid to mem- 
bers of the band as hereinafter pro- 
vided), as well as the cost of trans- 
portation, including sleepers, of the 
members of the band while on tour 
to and from San Francisco, and a 
board allowance of $2.50 per day for 
each member during the time so on 
tour. 

The $60.00 extra charge provided 
tor in above rule is to be distributed 
in the following manner: 

The member of the band acting as 
librarian must receive from said sum 
$10.00 each week. The remainder 
($50.00) must be used by the con- 
tractor to increase the salary each 
week of at least three or more of the 
first instrumentalists of the band. 














are not permitted to accept~ miscel- 
laneous engagements unless Local 
No. 6 gives consent. 

4. The services of bands or or- 
chestras shall be rendered at two con- 
certs per day, not exceeding two and 
one-half hours each, including a suit- 
able intermission. 

NOTE—A. Members of the Fed- 
eration engaged te play with the con- 
cert orchestra maintained by the Ex- 
position management are governed by 
the same prices and conditions as, in 
accordance with these rules, are bind- 
ing upon members of the bands. 

B. The time for which members 
are not entitled to any salary within 
the meaning of these rules is such time 
as bands}which fill engagements be- 
fore reaching San Francisco will con- 
sume in their travels from last place 
of engagement to San Francisco, and 
from San Francisco’ to next place of 
engagement, and for all other bands 
for such time as they consume in 
travel to and from San Francisco and 
from and to the place wherefrom 
members were engaged. 

C. The price and conditions named 
in these rules are agreed to by Local 
No. 6, in conformity with the pre- 
amble of Article V, Federation law, 
and are therefore binding upon al) 
members of the Federation in accord- 
ance with the stipulations of Section 
D of same Article. 

D. In all else’ not provided for by 
these rules Article V of the Federa- 
tion law applies.

ORGAN MUSIC IN AMERICA. 


(By William C. Carl, Mus. Dic., or- 
ganist of the First Presbyterian 
Church of New York City, and direc- 
tor of the Gulimant Organ School, of 
New York.) 

The activity of organists and or- 
gan students in the United States of 
America today is without parallel in 
any part of the world. Where can 
one have the opportunity of attending 
from six to eight organ recitals in a 
single week, and not only one but for 
several weeks in succession during the 
musical season in the city of New 
York. 

It is a remarkable achievement and 
deserves more than passing notice. 
The American public is fond of organ 
music. This has been proven over and 
over again. Until within a few years, 
the organ was considered to be in- 
tended solely for the church service. 
We now find the instrument in our 
concert and municipal halls, theatres, 
hotels, departmnt stores and_ still 
nearer, in many private residences 
from Maine to California. 

Many of our millionaires have their 
private organists and we can also 
boast of several city organists, all of 
whom are doing splendid work, and 
their frequent recitals attract enor- 
mous audiences. 

Our builders are vieing with each 
other in the endeavor to more and 
more perfect their instruments, and 
to add improvements calculated o 
meet the growing demands of the 
day. American composers are rapidly 
coming to the front, and making a 
name that will endure for all time. 
Europe is beginning to wake p and 
take notice of us, and well they may, 
for one finds no such demand for the 
organ or organ music in the old world 
today. England, for instance, can 
boast of many great organs in the 
cathedrals and concert halls, so can 
France. Germany, Switzerland, Aus- 
tria, Hungary, Spain, Italy and Russia 
have less, but in many instances fine 
organs. When can you hear them? 
On the continent rarely outside of the 
regular church service, with the ex- 
ception of Switzerland, where a large 
number are played during the summer 
season for the tourists. England and 
France have more, but although many 
of the world’s greatest artists are 
there, the opportunity of hearing them 
at frequent intervals during the week 
is not as great as here. The number 
of organ students in Americ at the 
present time is legion, and many pos- 
sess talent of no mean order. It 
should not be inferred that New York 
is the only place to he ¢ recitals, but 
in all our large cities, and as well as in 
numerous towns throughout the coun- 
try, the demand is growing, and both 
resident as well as visiting organists 
are being heard. I have often ob- 
served in small towns, and remote 
cities, that a Bach Fugue would be 
the “piece de resistance” and the only 
number encored during the course of 
a recital. This speaks well for the in-

What 
an advantage to the organ student. It 
mcans much for the future develop- 
ment of music in our land, dnd makes 
one proud to be a part of it. 

With the approach of each season, 
new demands are made upon the or- 
ganist. It is commonly supposed by 
the general public that the work con- 
sists in the playing of two routine ser- 
vices, and a rehearsal during the week. 
What a difference are the conditions 
today! An organist should be a man 
of broad culture, one that can play a 
good service, conduct either a quar- 
tette, a mixed chorus or boy choir— 
then he must be competent to conduct 
and accompany the standard oratorios 
and cantatas from the organ bench, 
play an acceptable organ recital, be a 
good disciplinarian, competent to se- 
lect voices and be constantly on the 
alert to arrange music that will be ap- 
propriate, no* only for the festivals, 
but for the regular weekly work. He 
must be familiar with the liturgical 
forms of church music and should 
know more than one service. The 
machinery necessary to keep a choir 
in working order today requires a 
level head, and much time and care 
expended in making it more necessary 
for an all round education than ever 
before.

They celebrated their golden wed- 
dnig anniversary two years ago, 

Mr. Miller was a member of the Indianapolis 
Orchestra, German House Orchestra, and was 
conductor of the Indianapolis City Band, of 
which he was the organizer. He played for 
the last time at the Murat Theatre on the 
night of Sept. 8. His last appearance with 
the band was on Labor Day. He had been a 
member of theatre orchestras for many years. 
At one time he had charge of the orchestra at 
English’s and the old Park Theatres and Grand 
Opera House. He was a member of the In- 
dependent Turners, the Pioneers and the Lie- 
derkranz Singing Society. 

Mr. Miller was born in Schraplau, Saxony, 
June 7, 1841. His ancestors had been dis- 
tinguished by musical talent for generations, 
and his father, Christian Adam Miller, was 
leader of a band. At the age of 7, Reinhoid 
Miller was playing the violin. When he was 
14 his father embarked with his family of 
four for the new world, without a definite 
destination in mind. Two men with whom the 
family became acquainted on the vessel were 
bound for Indianapolis, and Mr. Miller de- 
cided to come with them. 

Soon after his arrival in this city the young 
man joined the orchestra of the old Atheneum 
Theatre, where he played second violin, The 
Atheneum Theatre was located on the third 
floor of an old building at the northwest cor- 
ner of Maryland and -eridian streets. It 
was a very modest playroom, about 40 feet 
wide and 100 feet deep. A Mr. Schilling was 
leader of the orchestra of seven pieces. There 
was a regular stock company, which played 
the best selections of comedy and tragedy. 
Mrs. Westmoreland was the leading lady and 
star. Harry Chapman was the comedian. 
There was no gallery and very poor accom- 
modations, but, nevertheless, the theatre was 
patronized fairly well. 

It was the only theatre Indianapolis had at 
that time, although plays were given now and 
then at Washington Hall, under the manage- 
ment of “Yankee” Robinson, the old circus 
man, now dead. Work on the Metropolitan 
Theatre, located where the Park now stands, 
was begun in 1857. 

In 1857 Mr. Miller joined the National 
Guard Band. It had a special charter from 
the State and was “the whole thing” in a 
musical way in Indianapolis. It comprised a 
brass band, with a Mr. Phillips as leader, and 
a string orchestra, with Henry Hahn as its 
leader. It was the only band in Indianapolis. 
It had fifteen pieces, and among the members, 
whom Mr. Miller recalled, were Otto Schnell!- 
schmidt, who played the clarinet, and Ferdi- 
nand Schnellschmidt, the cornet. 

This band, being specially favored by act of 
the Legislature, and being the only band in 
Indianapolis, was in constant demand. It 
went to Greencastle every year to play at the 
college commencement. It accompanied: the 
remains of Governor Willard to New Albany, 
and played at the funeral; it escorted the body 
of Gen. Custer through the city and played an 
important part in the obsequies over the body 
of President Lincoln when it laid in state at 
the old State House. All day at appropriate 
intervals it played dirges, and was an escort 
when the body was taken to the depot again. 
“We played at many balls and parties, and 
it is a noteworthy fact that in those days a 
ball did not break up until the sun was shin- 
ing,” said Mr. Miller at one time discussing 
this band. “I recall that one morning we 
left a ball room about 6 o’clock, tired and 
sleepy. We did not dare to go to bed, how- 
ever, as we were due for a rehearsal at the 
Metropolitan Theatre at 10 o’clock, so we 
went there to wait until the hour of rehearsal. 
A company, of which Mrs. Emma Waller was 
star, was playing ‘Hamlet.’ When it was time 
for rehearsal Henry Hahn, who was then the 
second violin in the orchestra, could not be 
found anywhere. After a diligent search he 
was located in the coffin used in the play. 
He had tumbled over into it and was sound 
asleep. Fifteen men were usually required at 
a ball and we got $5 apiece. We had fine 
uniforms that cost us $50 apiece. The coat 
was of dark Russia green. We had blue pan- 
taloons, and the crowning feature of the uni- 
form was a chapeau of red, white and blue 


feathers. In 1861 we purchased a new set of 
instruments which, I distinctly recall, cost 
us $500.” 


From 1859 to 1861, while Valentine Butsch 
was owner and John Ellsler manager of he 
Metropolitan Theatre, Mr. Miller was leader 
of the orchestra, and he was succeeded in that 
place in 1861 by Bernard Vogt of Cincinnati. 
When the Grand Opera House was built Mr. 
Miller became leader of its orchestra, and 
when Dickson & Talbott had control of 
English’s Opera House, in addition to the 
Grand and Park, Mr. Miller was, leader of the 
orchestras in all of these playhouses. The Na- 
tional Guard Band finally merged into the City 
Band and Orchestra, of which Mr. Miller was 
leader. 

Mr. Miller has been acquainted personally 
with nearly all of the leading theatrical stars 
of the last half century. In 1859 and 1860 he 
played for John Wilkes Booth, the actor that 
killed President Lincoln. “He was the best 
actor of all the Booths,” said Mr. Miller, “and 
in behavior he was a gentleman. I think he 
was in the conspiracy to get the President out 
of the way, and that, in the drawing of lots, 
he was forced to fire the fatal shot. He was 
a bigger man and a better actor than Edwin 
Booth.” 


Mr. Miller was an expert shooter and took 
great pleasure in participating in contests with 
the rifle. He said that the only secret order 
to which he ever belonged was the famous 
Sons of Malta. 


Mr. Henry Beiser, a member of Local No. 
3, I. M. P. A., died at his home, 3122 N. 
Capitol ave., Indianapolis, Ind., on Thursday, 
September 25, 1913. His illness was of brief 
duration and consisted of an acute attack of 
tright’s disease.

ADOLPHUS BUSCH. 


When Adolphus Busch died at Villa Lilly, Germany, 
one of the notable men of modern times ended his re- 
markable earthly career. 

He came to St. Louis, Mo., from Germany when 16 
years of age. Before reaching maturity he was a suc- 
cessful business man. 

In 1861 he married a daughter of Eberhardt An- 
heuser, who owned a small brewery in St. Louis. Mr. 
3usch was made secretary of this concern. [From this 
small beginning of 52 years ago, by shrewd management, 
he accumulated a fortune estimated at $75,000,000. The 
most remarkable fact about the accumulation of this vast 
fortune, an average of almost $1,500,00 per year, is that 
not one cent of it was acquired through oppression, chi- 
canery, devious methods, exploiting employes or fraudu- 
lent representations. Every cent was apparently acquired 
honestly acording to the strict letter of the law. 

He was remarkably fortunate in all his business ven- 
tures. Whatever he touched seemed to turn into gold. 
His vast wealth, using the common vernacular, “never 
swelled his head.” He was a democrat of democrats, 
using the term in the Greek sense of “demos.” He was 
head of the 400, but he never knocked at the door for ad- 
mission. They came to him. Like the McGregor, where 
he sat was the head of the table. 

His employes were his personal friends. He ad- 
dressed many of them in the most familiar and friendly 
terms. Thousands followed his remains, their eyes suf- 
fused in tears. There was not an enterprise of worth, 
that the public was interestd in, but found in him a 
liberal supporter. 

The musicians of St. Louis were particularly in- 
debted to him for steadfast support of their organization 
at all times under all circumstances. When the mu- 
sicians of St. Louis organized, in 1885, every prominent 
factor in the community was opposed. The press had a 
great deal of fun ridiculing the demands of the “dog 
house manipulators,” “cat gut scrapers,” “zephyr agi- 
tators,” “sheepskin thumpers,” for better conditions. 
The prominent citizens controlling the big enterprises, 
requiring the services of musicians, like the Exposition, 
Fair Grounds, Veiled Prophet, Trades Display, etc., all 
announced that they would never recognize any combina- 
tion of local musicians—they would not be dictated to 
by a lot of fiddlers and horn blowers—not much. It 
was in those days that Adolphus Busch took up the 
cudgels for the local musicians. He was a big man then, 
and the “prominent citizen” could not ignore him, and 
very soon thereafter a change came over their dreams, as 
it were, and all these great enterprises fell in line in 
recognizing local musicians. From that day to the day 
of his death he was ever a consistent friend of the noble 
art of music and its interpreters. He realized the handi- 
caps the professional musicians labored under in this 
commercial age. One of his last acts was to agree to 
subscribe $50,000 to a fund to create and maintain an 
opera house in St. Louis, where grand opera could be 
given at rates of admission that would enable the work- 
ing class to enjoy first-class operas. 

It is a remarkable fact that from 1885 to the present, 
a period of twenty-eight years, there has not been, nor is 
there now, a single place of amusement employing mu- 
sicians, in which the firm controlled by Mr. Adolphus 
Busch was or is interested, employed or does employ 
unfair musicians. 

In recognition of this steadfast, loyal friendship for 
music and musicians on the part of Adolphus Busch, 
Local No. 2, A. F. of M., of St. Louis, Mo., although the 
funeral was to be strictly private, asked and secured per- 
mission to show the appreciation of its membership for 
a great and good man who had always shown his friend- 
ship for the art, in deeds as well as words, by furnishing 
a volunteer band of its members, to pay the last earthly 
tribute in honor to his memory. 

Thirty members, under Max Zach, director of the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra, rendered three select num- 
bers in the chamber of the dead, and 104 members in 
military band escorted the remains through the brewery 
grounds to the impressive strains of Beethoven and 
Chopin’s funeral marches. 
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SITUATION IN MEXICO. 


The situation in Mexico is much like the situation in 
France on the outbreak of the revolution in 1789. In

McManigel a hero, a la Elliott, whose veracity was be-] France in 1789, all the land in the kingdom was held by 


what was known, very properly, as “the Three Estates,” 
namely, the Crown, Church and Nobility. None outside 
these three classes owned a foot of ground. The revolu- 
tion wiped out the “Three Estates” and the land was con- 
fiscated and sold to the people. When Napoleon became 
Emperor, he had a code of laws compiied, since known 
as the “Code Napoleon.” This code abolished entail in 
land. That is to say, it prevented estates from being 
transmitted intact from father to eldest son, or other heir. 
This code is still the law of France, and provides, that on 
the death of an owner of land, it is divided in equal parts 
among the children or heirs, which has resulted in the 
land of France being owned by the inhabitants of France, 
and today there are, outside of the United States, more 
individual land owners in France than all the rest of the 
world combined. 

When Napoleon, zs First Consul of France, after these 
dispositions of the land had been made, was appealed to 
by the brother of Louis XVI, who after the downfall of 
Napoleon, became Louis XVIII, to restore him to the 
throne of France under the old conditions, he replied, 
“You must not think of such a thing. The French people 
will never return to the old order. To accomplish your 
idea, you would have to march over the corpses of 
200,000 Frenchmen.” 

Napoleon was right. In spite of the complete over- 
throw of Napoleon by combined Europe, they did not 
dare to attempt to take the land from the French people, 
after enjoying possession for twenty-five years, and to- 
day France is the most prosperous country in the world, 
because the land is owned by many. Both millionaires 
and paupers are scarce. 

In Mexico we have the same conditions as prevailed 
in France in 1789. A few landlords owning all the land 
and the bounties thereof. Many of these owners are not 
Mexicans, but Englishmen, Germans, and Americans, that 
is to say, coming from the United States. The last cen- 
sus reports that Mexico has 13,000,000 inhabitants. But 
few of them own their own land, even in a churchyard. 
We are told that of this 13,000,000 only 80,000 are en- 
titled to vote. Out of this 80,000, something less than 
10,000 are reported as having voted for President Oct. 
26—one voter for each 1,300 inhabitants. What kind of 
a republic is this? In the days of 1896 in the republic of 
the United States of America, under the management of 
Mark Hanna, in the State of Ohio, there were cast one 
vote for each three and one-half of the inhabitants, which 
of course is an error, just as casting only one vote in 
1,300 must be an error in a fair election in Mexico. 

Some day there will arise a real leader in Mexico, 
like Mirabeau in France in 1789, and the people will fol- 
low him and throw out the land grabbers and money 
changers, and restore to the Mexican people their heri- 
tage. Then the Mexican people will come into their own 
and revolutions become a matter of ancient history. 
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AFFILIATION WITH STATE FEDERATIONS. 





The American Federation of Musicians is chartered 
by the American Federation of Labor. Under this char- 
ter the A. F. of M. has obligated itself to comply with 
the laws and reguglations of the A. F. of L. One of the 
laws of the A. F. of L., Section 2, Article XI, says: 


It shall be the duty of all national and interna ional unions 
affiliated with the American Federation of Labor to instruct their 
local unions to join chartered Central Labor Bodies, Depart- 
ments and State Federations in their vicinity where such exist. 


To enforce this clause of the laws of the A. F. of L., 
the A. F. of M. passed a resolution, which reads as 
follows. 


Standing Resolution No. 22. 


Resolved, That all Locals of the American Federation of 
Musicians should, and are hereby urged to become affiliated with 
their respective State Branch of the American Federation of 
Labor and local Central BoBdies. 


With few exceptions the Locals of the A. F. of M. 
seem to rest under the impression that affiliating with 
their respective State Federations is a matter of small 
consequence. Well, let us see. Take Missouri, for in- 
stance. There are three cities in the first class—St. 
Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph, in that State, and 
about fifteen of what are called cities of the second 
class. We will say that the A. F. of M. is in a contro- 
versy with some producing company. The Locals of the 
A. F. of M. are affiliated with the Missouri State Fed- 
eration of Labor. The State Federation is called upon 
to endorse the edict of unfairness issued by the A. F. of 
M. against this company. Being affiliated, the endorse- 
ment is readily granted. Consequence: As soon as this 
unfair company crosses the State line it is faced with 
this edict of unfairness issued by the State Federation ot 
Labor. Further consequence: Every labor organization 
After that it does not take the 
company long to agree to listen to reason, 

The picture show business has spread everywhere, 
even to the smallest hamlet. The promoters of these 
shows try to run them as cheaply as possible. Some 
kind of music they must have. Some have electric pianos, 
some have pianolas, and more of them get a couple of 
kids, one to thump a sheet iron case called a piano, and 
the other a Christmas drum. 
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If the A. F. of M. Locals are affiliated with their re- 
spective State Federations, they can send delegates to the 
conventions of such Federations and have them introduce 
resolutions instructing the legislative committee to have 
introduced a bill in the State legislature prohibiting the 
employment of children in those places under any cir- 
cumstances, because these promoters, to escape the law 
against the employment of children, issue these kid mu- 
sicians a share of stock in the concern, then set up the 
plea that they are part owners, therefore entitled to work 
for a show in which they are interested as part owners. 
The right kind of a law on the statutes would prevent 
such fraud. 


Another reason why all Locals of the A. F. of M. 
should affiliate with their respective Federations: You 
have all noted the contention between the Musicians and 
the Metal Polishers. You have noted that the Executive 
Council of the A. F. of L., the highest judicial tribunal of 
that organization, has decided that the Metal Polishers’ 
contention was untenable, unwise, and unwarranted, but 
in spite of this positive declaration of the Executive 
Council of the A. F. of L., the Metal Polishers have 
trimmed their sails to a new tack. They have appealed 
to every local, city, central and State body affiliated with 
the A. F. of L. to pass resolutions pledging such bodies 
not to employ musicians playing brass instruments un- 
less such instruments bear the label of the Metal Pol- 
ishers, regardless of whether those instruments were pur- 
chased prior to the issuing of such label, or whether the 
instrument is good, bad, or indifferent. A more pre- 
posterous demand was never made by supposable sen- 
sible labor organizations. The Metal Polishers are push- 
ing this resolution in every State labor convention held. 
As an example: The Illinois State Federation of Labor 
met Oct. 14, 1913, at Decatur, Ill. There are 55 Locals 
of the A. F. of M. in Illinois. But two are affiliated— 
Decatur and Aurora. Both send a delegate. First day 
of the sessiona Metal Polisher introduced this resolution, 
and asked immediate action. The Aurora delegate of the 
A. F. of M. had not arrived, and the Decatur delegate 
was chairman of the reception committee, and necessarily 
absent at this time, receiving incoming delegates. No 
one objected, and the resolution was adopted. The reso- 
lution should have been referred to the committee on 
resolutions, where the question would have been properly 
threshed out, but out of the 55 Locals of the A. F. of M, 
in Illinois, none were present. This neglect of the mu- 
sicians of Illinois to comply with the laws of the A. F. of 
L. will enable the Metal Polishers to use this premature 
action of the Illinois State Federation of Labor to-their 
best advantage. 


They tried the same tactics in the State Federation 
in Massachusetts, but the Locals of that State were well 
reprpesented, and when the resolution was introduced 
it was properly referred to the resolution committee, and 
disposed of as outlined in the October International Mu- 
sician. 


The cost of affiliation with the State bodies is small, 
and the advantages many. Every Local of the A. F. of 
M. that is really in earnest in the movement ought to 
affiliate with both Central and State Bodies. Good re 
sults will accrue in nearly all such affiliations.

THE SYMPHONY DOMINATES MUSIC IN THE 
UNITED STATES. 





Ten years ago there were two symphony orchestras in 
the first rank in America—one in Boston and one in 
Chicago. Today there are fiftfeen that have proved their 
importance to their respective communities and as many 
more that are struggling to establish themselves. New 
York has five that exist either by the patronage of the 
public or by the generosity of private subscription. Bos- 
ton, Chicago, Philadelphia, Minneapolis, Cincinnati, St. 
Paul, St. Louis, Kansas City, Pittsburg, San Francisco, 
and Los Angeles, all support their annual seasons of sym- 
phony concerts. 


Cleveland, Ohio, has two orchestras, one supported 
by the municipality and one by private subscription. 
Louisville, Ky., Houston, Texas, Kalamazoo, Mich., and 
a dozen cities of similar size, boast semi-professional or 
ganizations that cultivate symphonic art. Most of these 
smaller communities supplement the efforts of the local 
orchestras by engaging one or more of the country’s 
famous symphonic organizations for concerts during the 
season. It is this practice that made it possible for the 
Chicago orchestra to play 242 concerts last season, or 
over four times as many as were included in its regular 
Chicago season of twenty-eight weeks. The services of 
no other orchestra were in equal demand. 


It is not necesary to comment upon the vast musical 
interest indicated by this enormous activity, but it is 
evident that a consideration of the quantity and quality 
of symphonic music supported in this country necessi- 
tates a revision of the accepted standard of values. Thus 
the opera, popularly supposed to elicit the greatest mani- 
festations of public interest, must show more conclusive 
proof of that assumption than that based upon the acti- 
vities of the New York, Boston, and Chicago organiza- 
tions. On examination of the facts it will be found that 
its place in the artistic life of the country is secondary 
not only to that filled by the orchestras but that its actual 





service to the growth of an appreciation of good music is’ versity community at Urbana. 


far less than that performed by the artists who tour the 
country in concert and recital. 

That the present condition is th. most wholesome one 
that could exist is an argument that may be sustained 
from many view points. The artistic advantages that 
belong to the symphonic art forms as opposed to the 
operatic will be conceded by every person of musical 
taste. The economic advantages are equally evident. But 
the strongest argument that may be advanced in favor of 
the continued encouragement of the symphony orchestras 
is one that Americans are only beginning to consider. 


With one exception every orchestra in this country is 
composed of American citizens. Thanks to the wise 
action of the musicians’ union, it is no longer possible to 
import orchestra players wholesale. Any foreign musi- 
cian desiring to become a member of an American orches- 
tra must first declare his intention of becoming a citizen 
of the country. This rule is gradually effecting the Amer- 
icanization of all our orchestras. Since its adoption the 
influx of foreign musicians has noticeably decreased. 
Native Americans, whose training has been received in 
this country, are beginning to take their places. 


Even the conductors are not all in the class of the 
European star who sojourns awhile with us for profit. 
Men like Walter Damrosch in New York, Frederick 
Stock in Chicago, Carl Busch in Kansas City, Emil Ober- 
hoffer in Minneapolis, and Max Zach in St. Louis, though 
of foreign birth, have obtained their training and their 
experience as conductors in this country, and therefore 
may be called American musicians. Henry K. Hadley of 
the San Francisco orchestra is a native of this country. 
Another decade will see us still further advanced toward 
musical independence, toward that position of artistic 
self-sufficiency which should be the ambition of every 
musician who lives and works in this country. 


Boston is the only city that continues to support an 
orchestra avowedly foreign. There were a few Americans 
in it before Dr. Karl Muck resumed his position as con- 
ductor last season, but he then replaced them with for- 
eigners. Members of the Boston orchestra do not belong 
to the union. The organization is in fact the private 
property of an American of great wealth, who seems to 
be opposed to unions. This season Dr. Muck will bring 
with him from Europe two first violinists, two horn 
players, and a harpist. 


In this connection it may be observed that isolation is 
not always an advantage. Last spring the orchestra’s 
single harpist, Heinrich Schruecker, died suddenly. Then 
came a sad dilemma. Since it is a non-union orchestra, 
no competent harpist could be engaged in this country to 
fill the place. For three pairs of concerts the orchestra 
was harpless. Piano and celesta made unsatisfactory 
substitutes for the instrument in an important symphony 
by Mahler, and in arranging his program in celebration 
of the Wagner Centenary Dr. Muck had to content him- 
self with the performance of three overtures in which the 
composer had considerately avoided the harp. 


Chicago is to hear several orchestras from other cities 
during the coming season. Concerts have been arranged 
by local managers for the Minneapolis, Philadelphia, and 
Cincinnati orchestras, and the management of the Chi- 
cago orchestra announces that the New York Philhar- 
monic, the country’s oldest symphonic body, will visit 
them in the spring. Such concerts have proved interest- 
ing in the past as affording opportunity for a comparison 
of standards, but our actual musical needs are so well 
served by the resident orchestra that they have added 
little to the sum of the season’s progress. 


Could these orchestras come to us oftener they could 
bring us slight variation on the season’s repertory. Mr. 
Damrosch will present in New York programs that will 
range from Bach to the latest offerings of Elgar and De- 
bussy. Mr. Stock may substitute Reger tor Elgar and 
Schonberg for Debussy. Mr. Oberhoffer will specialize in 
Strauss for the moment. Mr. Stokowsky has discovered 
an enthusiasm for Korngold, and Dr. Muck perhaps will 
continue to offer Boston the works of Mahler in place of 
the compositions of the new French school, which that 
city most admires at present. But a glance over the 
country’s symphony programs would be enlightening to 
the average music lover of Berlin or Vienna, where the 
conservative spirit still is sufficiently powerful to make 
the extensive production of novelties somewhat hazard- 
ous. 


If Europeans are less ready to listen to the new com- 
poser than we are, they are more generously disposed to- 
ward the executive artists who stands upon the thresh- 
old of notable achievement. The soloists engaged by the 
Chicago orchestra will also be heard with the orchestras 
of Boston, New York, Philadelphia and Boston. With 
Paderewski, Godowsky, Ysaye, Bauer, Hoffmann, Kreis- 
ler, Mme. Carreno, and Mrs. Zeisler in the field, the op- 
portunity for the native artist of lesser fame to secure 
the attention of the managers of symphony concerts is 
slight. They may derive consolation from the considera 
tion that the mediocre European also is excluded from 
appearances with American Symphony orchestras this 
season. 


Significant of the present predominance of symphonic 
music and of the growing demand for it is the action re- 








The season will open 
on Nov. 14 with a matinee and evening concert by the 
Russian Symphony Orchestra of New York, Modest Alt- 
schuler, conductor. This orchestra, it must be stated, is 
Russian in name only. Its members are recruited from 
the vast number of competent orchestra players who hold 
union cards in New York. But the recent vogue of the 
Russian dance has revived a waning interest in Russian 
music, in which Mr. Altschuler assumes to be a specialist 
and an authority. In December the Cincinnati Symphony 
Orchestra will be heard under its regular conductor, 
Ernst Kunwald. The St. Louis orchestra, under Max 
Zach, will visit the university in February, and Emil 
Oberhoffer and the Minneapolis orchestra will conclude 
the series in May—GLENN DILLARD GUNN.

TAKE THE OTHER SIDE. 





Every contemplated advance in the matter of better 
regulations and real protection of the people against the 
Wall Street gang and freebooters of the commercial and 
industrial world, is met by a frantic shriek from all of 
them, shouting that suc«h methods are “Unamerican and 
Socialism,” raising the accent on Socialism.

If these two measures will 
prevent these twin robbers from absorbing somewhwat 
less of the product of the producers of all wealth, and cor- 
respondingly fatten the purse of ye producer, then per- 
haps t’were well to find out just what these favorite 
plutocratic expressions of “Unamerican and Socialistic” 
stand for. Anyhow it is safe to take the opposite on any 
proposition those gents favor.

l‘or many months there has been a polemic in the cor- 
respondence columns of the “Courrier de l’Orchestre” 
and “L’Artiste Musicien” about the “Concurrence 
Etrangere” (foreign competition). 

In the September number of the Courrier de l’Orches- 
tre, Mr. R. F. Prevost gives a clear statement of the mat- 
ter, saying first that many personal opinions had been 
published, to which the Federation does not associate. 
The Federation of France is absolutely neutral and here 
follows the declaration of principle: 

Stickler for the real syndical societies, that makes no 
distinction of nationality, political opinion or religious 
conception, as to talk about an anti-foreign campaign, is 
out of the question, but it is our duty to protest ener- 
getically against all manoeuvers that are opposed to the 
interest of French people, no matter where it happens; 
it is for this reason that we thought the publication in 
the Courrier de l’Orchestre of articles concerning this sub- 
ject, was of some interest, even if it had been only to at- 
tract attention to a real danger that was necessary to 
notice. The question of foreign competition will have to 
be solved sooner or later. At the last international con- 
vention (Buda Pesth, 1912) the question was brought up 
by France, as follows: 

1. Establishment of a confederated ruling giving 
leave to Federations having superabundance of national 
musicians, to limit the number of non-national musicians 
in orchestras. 

2. That limitation could be about one-tenth in each 
orchestra. 

Before making this motion, Mr. Prevost explained 
why France took that step, saying there is no ill-feeling 
toward foreign colleagues, but that the latter are going 
too far in bo:cotting French musicians in their own coun- 
tries—a small Parisian orchestra of twelve, seven for- 
eigners; a large orchestra in a summer resort, one French 
musician; other important resorts, at least 60 per cent 
foreigners; in a great number of cafes and restaurants, no 
French musicians. In Paris, the foreign element—union 
men—is 12 per cent; but on ten to twelve hundred non- 
employed, at the most are there fifty from other countries. 

At Nice, the foreigners (union) are 45 per cent; but 
in orchestras there are as many as 75 per cent. It is 
against the ostracism of the national musicians that the 
French Federation is protesting. It is absolutely neces 
sary to have regulations to avert reprisals that would be 
regretted and to which the Federation would agree, but 
could not prevent. Many musicians working in France 
look for a chance to bring in some of their country 
friends, even in some cases making u> together the price 
for the transportation, though they know that there are 
already too many unemployed. When a foreign leader 
forms his orchestra he most generally engages his own 
countrymen—sometimes sends for them. 

The chamber of deputies has voted a motion tending 
to limit the number of foreigners at ten per cent for the 
employes in casinos and gambling houses. This is to

Trouble Marks Lodge’s Parade. 

Torches were knocked from the hands of 
marchers in the Moose parade, several march- 
ers were struck with band instruments and 
were roughly handled last night in a display 
of feeling against the Moose Band of Bowie 
which was playing for the marchers. The 
Bowie Band is not a union organization and 
was here to play for the Moose dance last 
night. Its members are all said to be mem- 
bers of the Moose lodge and they came here 
to play for the dance, coming without pay. 

The trouble was precipitated when the 
Moose parade marched north on Ohio avenue 
from the Moose hall. At the corner of Ohio 
avenue and Eighth street the Wichita Band 
was playing, and the Moose parade was led 
through or past it (the paraders claim past it 
and the Wichita Band claims through it). 
Then the troubie started. Torches’ were 
grabbed from the hands of the leaders of the 
parade and several were struck. Secretary 
Stillwell of the Moose lodge was orié of those 
struck. He was hit on the lower jaw with a 
drum beater or other instrument and his lower 
lip was badly cut. Several members of the 
Bowie Band were also roughly handled and 
for a time serious trouble was threatened. 

A large crowd was gathered on the corner 
and some union labor partisans who were in- 
spired by liquor rather than sober judgment, 
seemed determined to have trouble. Finally 
sober counsel and the efforts of tlfe police 
prevailed and the parade was continued with- 
out molestation.—Wichita Falls, Tex., Times. 


Moose Officer Explains. 


Wichita Falls, Texas, Sept. 4. 
To the Editor Wichita Daily Times: 

Dear Sir—In your issue of Sept. 2, under 
the heading of “Trouble Marks Lodge’s Pa- 
rade,” you mention my name and mine only. 
I am asking you for enough of your valuable 
space to make a statement of a few facts. 
First, that I am a union man, first, last and all 
the time. Second, that there was no union 
principle involved in our parade, or in the 
fact that the Bowie Band was not a union 
bad because they are members of the Loyal 
Order of Moose, and came to our city as 
visitors, and at our inyitation brought their 
band instruments to take part in our parade, 
and to play for our dance complimentary. As 
there was no money consideration they came 
as Moose and as gentlemen; some with their 
ladies, and proved that they were gentlemen 





by submiting to the insults and indignities

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The men of the Bowie Band are not only 
Moose, but union sympathizers, and the only 
reason they are not union members was be- 
cause they have no local union in Bowie, and 
have not as yet had an opportunity of forming 
a union. 

As they were not violating any laws ot 
unionism to visit and play a complimentary 
engagement with us, they felt that they were 
entitled to the same consideration that Wichita 
Falls has a reputation of extending to its 
visitors on gala occasions, 

The Loyal Order of Moose, as well as 
Rucker Lodge 1222, is composed almost en- 
tirely of union men of evry craft. They have 
always employed union men to do their work, 
union musicians to make their music, and have 
never at any time done otherwise, when pos- 
sible to get union help, and simply because a 
man does not belong to a union, does not 
make or constitute a “‘scab,’”’ and any man or 
set of men that daubs him with the epithet 
is desirous of wilful misrepresentation, or is 


so densely ignorant that he does not know 
the difference between a scab and a union 
man. 


This is the second time this season that vis- 
iting fraternal order bands have left Wichita 
with a feeling, and a rightful one, that they 
had been mistreated by Wichita citizens with- 
out just cause. 

And as several different labor unions were 
represented on the streets Monday night by 
individual members, such unions owe it to 
themselves, to organized labor and to the city 
of Wichita Falls to make a thorough investi- 
gation of the shameful and disgraceful con- 
duct of such members, and take whatever 
action they see fit for the interest and benefit 
of their unions. The Moose lodge would wel- 
come such investigation so far as any of its 
members are concerned and will expel any 
member that took any part in same. 

Personally I am not seeking any contro- 
versy, newspaper or otherwise, and had it not 
been for the fact that your article made men- 
tion of me personally when there were more 
than a score of other men in the same position 
that I was, I would have said no more about 
it, but since I already have the undesirable 
notoriety, I feel like that it is only right that 
I should have the opportunity of stating my 
position as well as that of the order I repre- 
sented. 

In regard to passing through or by the 
Wichita Band, the Moose parade passed by, 
but owing to the crowd separating the front 
of the lines, myself and one or two others 
were cut off from the line of march, and it 
was here that I was struck in the face with an 
empty trombone case. 

The results, however, would have been the 
same, as this organization took their position 
on the streets with the avowed purpose of in- 
terfering with and preventing if possible the 
Moose parade, according to threats and inti- 
mations sent to the Moose office, and it was 
the first time I have ever heard of them play- 
ing a piece of music except when they were 
drawing regular pay, union parades not ex- 
cepted, and had it not been for the timely and 
vigilant action of the city police department, 
they would have pulled off a stunt that all 
citizens of Wichita would have blushed to 
have recalled. 

We are convinced that a great majority of 
the union men that participated in the affair 
were misniformed in regard to the conditions 


ing that they were being paid for their ser- 
vice, which was not the case. 

The Moose could not do otherwise than sup- 
port unionism and retain its motto, “One for 
all and all for one.”

From Local No. 549, A. F. of M. 
Editor Times, Wichita ralls, Texas: 

Dear Sir—Inasmuch as one side of a certain 
affair, which took place on our streets on 
Labor Day, has been aired at considerable 
length in your columns, we, Local No. 549, 
American Federation of Musicians, as a body, 
request of you space enough to show that we 
believe the true status of our union with re- 
gard to fairness and justice, and to refute the 
insinuations contained in an article headed, 
“Moose Officer Explains. ’ 

In the first place, we absolutely deny the 
statement in the second from the last para- 
graph of this article, to-wit: “This organiza- 
tion took their place in the streets with the 
avowed purpose of interfering and preventing 
if possible the Moose parade, according to 
threats and intimations sent to the Moose 
offise.’ This is not true. In it is a direct 
charge against our organization—a charge 
that Local No. 549, A. F. of M., has virtually 
committed a crime which is punishable by 
law. If Mr. Stillwell had thought before he 
spoke, as should any one who rushed into 
print as he has done, he would probably have 
verified the rumors and filed charges against 
our Local, which, it seems to us, would have 
been a more dignified proceeding. 

In the second place; on account of our 
doubts, which are well grounded, we should 
like the following information: How many ot 
that band (referring to the Bowie Band) were 
members of good standing of the Moose Lodge 
on Labor Day, and heid ther cards and pass- 
words? (Mr. Stilwell, in referring to the 
Sowie Band, states in the first paragraph: 
“They are all members of the L. O. O. M.’’) 

If the members of the Bowie Band were 
union sympathizers, why did they not put in 
their application in Wichita Falls Local, No. 
549, after which they might have played as 
“Moose and gentlemen” no less than as union 
men, and thus could have escaped the possi- 
bility of any one hurling the epithet of “‘scab’ 





at them. 

It would be, to say the least, interesting to 
us to know whether Mr. Stilwell, the “thor- | 
ough union man, first, last and all the time,’ 
ever opened his mouth in protest against the 
use of non-union musicans, who replaced the 
union orchestra the past few months. And 
whether he was aware of the fact that the 
local union band was entirely ignored by the 
contracting officer of the Moose lodge when 
he engaged the band? 

As to who instigated and participated in the 
“shameful and disgraceful’ occurrence, we 
know not; but we believe that whoever did, 
however mistaken they may have been, did 
so under the impression that it was in defense 
of the union musicians who were attempting 
to play a concert, advertising their dance at 
the Lake Pavilion. It appeared that they 
were in dager of dispersal by the Moose pa- 
raders, who, it is alleged, were attemtping to 
march directly through the local band forma- 
tion. It was unfair for any organization to 
attempt to break up this concert or interfere 


vilion, even though it may be in opposition to 
a non-union band at the Moose Hall (mind 
you, on Labor Day). This is all we tried to 
do, and we appeal to every union sympathizer 
in the city, and to all fair-minded men every- 
where, who believe in union principles, to give 
us free and unprejudiced judgment.

MAGIC IN A BATON. 


How Wagner astonished an audi- 
ence in Berlin is related by Otto Less- 
mann in a German magazine. It was 
in 1871. He had lectured at the Royal 
Academy on the opera, and in_ his 
honor the Verein der Berliner Musiker 
arranged a performance uf his “Faust 
Overture,” under the sirection of 
Professor Julius Sturm. 

When it was over Wagner seemed 
to hesitate for a moment as to what 
he should do. Then ue got up, 
thanked the musicians aud remarked 
that as he had not beea connected 
with an orchestra for twenty years he 
felt impelled to further show his 
gratitude by an artistic deed. “You 
will understand my request,” he added, 
“that you repeat ‘Faust Overture 
under my personal direction.” 

What then happened inade an in- 
dellibe impression on all who were so 
fortunate as to be present. The spirit- 
val revelation he made of the various 
moods of that poem stirred the hear- 
ers as they had never before been 
stirred. The difference between a 
genius and a, mere professional con- 
ductor was made manifest. The mu- 
sicians themselves were stunned by 
wha: they had done. “We looked at 
him, and we knew and did what he 
wanted,” they remarked. 





CRITICISES CONCERT BAND. 


The following letter explains itself.

Sheboygan, Wis., Oct. 3, 19153. 
Mr. J. C. Tragnitz, Manager Sheboy- 
gan Concert Band, Sheboygan, 
Wis.: 

Dear Sir+When the Sheboygan 
Concert Band was preparing to give 
its first concert, the citizens were 
asked to support it by liberal attend- 
ance at the parks and other places, 
and to show the country at large that

I am one of many Sheboygan people 
who have listened to your concerts at 
Born’s Park. I always remained on 
the outside, however, partly from mo- 
tives of economy, and because music 
always sounds better to me when 
heard at a little distance. 1 have also 
saved a good deal of n oney by hearing 
your band when it was marching on 
the city streets. It was while watch- 
ing the players on the street that I 
decided to offer a few suggestions for 
some much needed improvements. 

Permit me, sir, to say that there is 
a great lack of uniformity about the 
Sheboygan Concert Band, which 
ought to be corrected. For instance, 
the last time the band was marching 
here, I noticed that the largest man 
was playing a litle bit of an instru- 
ment, either a flute or a piccolo, and 
a drum as big as the water tank on 
Schrier’s brewery was being played 
by an undersized man who could lose 
himself inside it. That sort of thing 
may do in some places, but it will not 
take with the people of Sheboygan. 
It ought to be attended to. What you 
want to do is have the small men play 
the small instruments and the big men 
the big instruments. 

Also, some of the men were playing 
instruments like coils of brass pipe 
like a heater wound around their necks 
and shoulders. I do not see any ne- 
cessity for this. It would be a great 
deal better to have some _ good 
plumber, like Hans Sievers, straighten 
out these coils, as the labor of forcing 
the wind through them would be re- 
duced. Anybody can tell you that the 
straightest way is the shortest way, 
and this holds good in Sheboygan as 
in everywhere else. Besides, the sav- 
ing in piping in each instrument 
would go a long way in paying for 
other needed instruments in the band, 
such as buying some kind of music 
that the Sheboygan people would be 
willing to pay a little something to 
hear. 

This is merely a suggestion Of 
course you can do as you like about it. 

And another thing I find fault with: 
I want the trombone players to slide 
their instruments in and out in unison. 
Nothing looks worse than to see a lot 
of tromboners all out of step with 
their hands. Let them all slide the 
thing forward as they step out with 
the left foot and then back again when 
they step with the right foot—one, 
two; one, two; just like that. 


Some of the appliances are far too 
heavy and large for the amount of 
sound they produce. This should be 
changed so that the large instruments 
would produce something in propor- 
tion to their size. For instance, I saw 
one man pretending to play on some- 
thing that looked like a long wooden 
spout with the end bent off short. 
Notwithstanding its great size, this 
instrument was so badly warped and 
twisted that the sound was completely 
smothered before you could hear it. 
It was like a groan—nothing to it. 
The musician could not possibly cover 
all the holes with his fingers, and he 
was watching the man next to him all 
the time to see if he would give him 
away to the bandmaster. 


There is another very bad feature 
in your band that ought to be cor- 
rected. I notice that one lot of your 
men sometimes stop playing until the 
others get finished what they are do- 
ing. It may be they are waiting to 
hear how the others make out, but it 
looks to me as if they were just loaf- 
ing on the job. You are making a big 
mistake to allow these fellows to hang 
back and have the others do all the 
work. 

There are a lot of other music lovers 
in this town who would support your 
band if you would make these very 
necessary changes.

THE BASS DRUM. 


The bass drum is an instrument for 
making condensed thunder, and is a 
necessary part of all brass bands. 

The bass drum is larger than the 
bass horn and sticks out more in front, 
making it more difficult to wear. In 
fact, it is the most difficult piece of 
wearing apparel in existence. A bright 
man can learn to play the bass drum 
in three lessons, but it takes him a 
year to learn how to wear it. Even a 
man with a meager knowledge of 
music can read the score for the bass 
drum and can insert a bang into the 
melody at the psychological moment. 
But to learn how to do it while push- 
ing the said drum down the street, 
beating up with it against a heavy 
wind, and turning a narrow corner 
with an automobile on one side and a 
street lamp on the other is a different 
matter. Very few bass drummists get 
into trouble for playing off the key, 
but hundreds of amateurs, who have 
harnessed themselves to a drum as 
big as a voting precinct, have run into 
the solo cornetist from behind with 
the thing in the middle of a triple- 
tongue solo and have retired from the 
band by request. 

The bass drum consists of two large 
leather heads stretch.d over a cylin- 
der shaped like a napkin ring magni- 
fied 1,000 diameters. This produces a 
large reverberating interior, and when 
the head of the drum is caressed with 
a large-headed club, the output of 
sound is immense. The poorer the rest 
of the band is the harder the bass 
drummist must work. Often a good 
bass drummist with a strong wrist can 
conceal the rest of the band from the 
public ear entirely—which accounts 
for the comparative safety of so many 
minstrel bands. 

The bass drum is seldom called up- 





on to produce solos, yet those who 
have never seen a Highland drummer 
playing a selection and juggling with 
his drum sticks at the same time have 
missed one of Nature’s finest little 
cataclysms.—George Fitch. 





A MUSICAL CAT. 


The influence of music upon cats 
has always been very strong. These 
animals not only love music for its 
own sake, but they enjoy producing 
it. It may be true that he is a bold 
man who includes the caterwaul with 
music; we will not pause to discuss 
philological niceties, however, but 
hasten on to show that cats do never- 
theless make notable contributions to 
music. 

Where, indeed, may it well be asked 
in passing, would we have any violin 
music except for the very important 
strings that cats contribute? That 
such contributions are entirely invol- 
untary, matters little. They give up 
all of their nine lives in the process, 
that we may have our strings, and no 
one has ever yet thought of them as 
heroes and heroines in this connec- 
tion. Alas! it must be confessed that 
we have been sadly unevocative when 
it comes to the linking of cats and 
music. 

Interest in the subject of cat music 
has lately been revived, however, by 
a dispatch from Jamesburg, Pa., that 
was concerned with a musical cat of 
a most unusual type. This animal not 
only loved music, but it sought after 
its interpretation through the agency 
of the piano. Now the piano as a mu- 
sical medium, as we all know, is com- 
plex and would not ordinarily be con- 
sidered as available for cats. We are 
here considering a manual instrument 
and not a player piano.

The Jamesburg cat succeeded in 
overcoming all of the difficulties that 
will readily occur to our readers by 
intelligently walking or running over 
the ivory keys. The rendering of a 
roundelay was comparatively simple. 
A madrigal was less so, and when the 
cat attempted fugues it had to do 
some very rapid running that includ- 
ed certain lightning change reverses. 
However, if the dispatches are cor- 
rect, the cat produced music on the 
family piano that was at least as good 
as that rendered on the same instru- 
mcnt by the daughter of the house 
who was taking léssons of the local 
musician. 

We assume that the scores played 
by the cat were writter. in ragtime. 
The musical accent and technical syn- 
cope of this kind of composition 
would be more apt to lend itself o 
cat interpretation than would the mas- 
terpieces of Mozart, Beethoven, Wag- 
ner, or even Strauss or Bach. Mrs. 
James Perrine, the fortunate posses- 
sor of the musical cat of Jamesburg, 
is to be congratulated upon her own- 
ership of such a treasure.
